Baptists Pass a Resolution Criticising 
the Government’s Action In Appro­ 
priating $4 ,5 0 0 ,0 0 0 to Church Insti­ 
tutions—Young People Have An 
Afternoon to Themselves—Officers 
Chosen Today. 


Baptists don’t want church schools 
supported by the government. 
They 
spoke very plainly their disapproval. 
Dr. T. J. Morgan, who addressed the 
convention on national phases of the 
home mission work, was Indian com­ 
missioner under President Harrison. 
A controversy as to national support 
for Indian schools of a sectarian nat­ 
ure arose during his administration 
Dr. Morgan did not refer to the matter 
in his address last evening, but his 
presence led to a discussion, and this 
resolution was presented by B. F. 
Dunwiddie and was adopted: 


“ W h e r e a s , during the lust eight years, there 
has been appropriated from the treasury of the 
United States, to various religious bollies, near­ 
ly four millions of dollars, of which one religious 
organiztalon alone has received nearly two and 
a halt millions for the prosecution of mission 
woik among the Indians. 
And whereas, the use of the public money is 
contrary to the spirit of [the constitution is op­ 
posed to public policy and fruitful to religious 
controversy and of political corruption. There­ 
fore bo it, 


R e s o l v e d , That we the Baptists of Wiscon­ 
sin, in state convention assembled, hereby pro­ 
test against any further use of public money for 
sectarian purposes, and we a*k congress to dis­ 
continue the entire contract school system and 
substitute public national schools in which In­ 
dians may be properly trained in American citi­ 
zenship. And be It further 
R e s o l v e d , That a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to each senator of this state, to the 
member o f congress of this district, and to the 
secretary of the interior.

TO AN AGED PASTOR 


VENERABLE 
VISITOR 
FOUND 
UNCONSCIOUS TODAY. 


Rev. A. W. Smith, 90 Years of Age, Is 
Discovered In His Bed Room At 
Mrs. C. 
T. W right’s Residence 
Totally Unconscious—Can Hardly 
Recover.

Probably too late to save his life. 
Rev. A. W. Smith an aged minister 
from Delavan, was found unconscious 
in his b< d a t ie heme of Mr. and Mrs. 
Christian r. Wright, 156 South Jack­ 
son street this morning. 
The open stop cock in the gas fixt­ 
ure told the story. 
Rev. Mr. Smith was a delegate to 
the Baptist convention, representing 
the Delavan church and was quartered 
at Mrs. Wright’s boarding house. 
“ Mr. Wright, I would like a light 
in my room” he said when he was 
ready to retire last night. 
“ Yes, s ir” Mr. Wright replied. 
“ I 
will light the gas for you.” 
After the gas bad been lighted, Mr. 
Wright showed his aged guest how it 
worked and left him. 
That was the 
last seen of him until six o’clock this 
morning, when 
the inmates of the 
house began to. awaken. 
A 
strong 
odor of gas was noticed and w as, fol­ 
lowed to Rev. Mr. Smith’s room. 
The 
door was opened and a flood of the 
death dealing vapor came out. 


W as Apparently Dead. 
Lying on the bed and apparently 
dead lay the aged clergyman with his 
ace as deathly white as his snowy 
aair and beard. 
The stop cock of the 
£&s fixture was open and 
showed 
plainly that Mr. Smith had first ex­ 
tinguished 
and 
then accidentally 
irn ed ito n again. 
Physicians were 
called and worked hard to bring the 
victim back to consciousness, but up 
to noon their efforts were futile. But 
little hope was expressed for his re­ 
covery as he had been inhaling gas 
all night and was apparently as far 
gone as he could be and be yet alive. 
A faint respiration once in a while 
was the only sign of life. 
Rev. Mr. 
Smith’s relatives at Delavan were at 
once notified by telegraph and came 
on the first train. 
“ Mr. Smith 
was totally uncon­ 
scious when I first saw him,” said Dr. 
E. F. Woods; the attending physician 
he was an old man; about eighty 
years of age; and his recuperative 
powers are considerably weakened. If 
he pulls through tonight he may re­ 
cover.” 
Elder Smith, as the old man is lov­ 
ingly known at his home, is a man of 
patriarchal presence, with crisp flow­ 
ing white hair that falls about his 
shoulders, reminding one of the fa­ 
mous freedman, Frederick Douglass.

Iii spite of the certificate of long life, 
Chao-Se survived his sou only a few 
months. Then came to take charge of 
the inheritance a young man who claim­ 
ed to be Te-Ku and declared that he 
had fled from the paternal mansion 
some time before, jumping from the gar­ 
den window and scaling tile wall. 
The case having been submitted to the 
highest tribunal in the land a learned 
mandarin rendered the following deci­ 
sion, which is still a precedent in China 
to settle disputes of a similar nature: 
“The death and burial of Te-Ku hav­ 
ing been legally proven; 
“ No one having been missed from the 
house of Chao-Se on the night in ques­ 
tion except a monkey, whose where­ 
abouts are now unknown; 
“ Be it decided, therefore, that if the 
claimant speaks truly in regard to the 
flight he can bo no other than the mon­ 
key. 
“And if he has failed to speak the 
truth he deserves to be executed with 
the cord that the relatives of the de­ 
ceased still retain in their possession.”
